Franco haa never had any idea of substitu- 
ting "battle born and blood stained'* paper 
money for gold. There has been but one 
financial policy.m Franco. That policy has 
been to retiro a considerable porlion of the 
paper &K boon ILS possible. Frcnoh f;ur.u- 
ciers have never shaken tho credit of the 
government by proposing yto abolish a 
specie basis for Ilia currency. They have 
never frightened tho creditors of the im- 
tioa, that is, all holders of paper money, by 
fondling the rag b:iby r.ud arguing that a 
promise to pay ia the same thing (is pay- 
ment. 


On the other baud national and bank 


credit have been weakened iu this country 
by Judge Kelly, Gcu. Butler, George IT. 
Pondleton and others who have tried to con- 
vince the people that evidences of govern- 
ment indebtedness ought never to be re- 
deemed: that greenbacks should be convert- 
ible into bonds, and bonds into greenbacks: 
that paper money should bo issued Record- 
ing to the "damauds of business," as Bout- 
well issued it in 1873, and that gold should 
be demonetized. It is this fear of partial or 
entire repudiation, for which Judge Kolly is 
largely responsible, that is a prominent rea- 
son that greenbacks aro worth about 'eighty 
six cents on the dollar tea years after tho 
war whila French bank notes circulate nt 
par five years after the Franco-German war, 
and were never worth lesa than ninety eight 
cants on the dollar.
